A fanner 
is more efficient to buy most of the 
inputs needed and let some one else 
prepar.e the crops for consumption. 
Likewise, since the agricultural 
supply businesses can manufacture 
enough inputs ^jf or -many faijn^ers they ^ 
keep their ^machinery in operation more 

''of the time and, therefore, make more 
4fficient use of it than individual 
fan^rs might make. The same is true 
of the func^ons involved in marketing. 
Fpr example, it would be impossible <! 
foyv the average beef cattle fanner to 
ow/i a^^s laughter house, fleet of| 5 

^^^^liyery trucks, and refrigeration and 
p^cka^ing ^equipment . This further 
shows how. agribusin^sa^ improvesX , ^« 
efficiency and supports the need for 
specialization. 

Point out that the functions of 
agribusinesses are agricultural 
^;Lnce they are required for crops to 
be produced and cpnsumed. - - ^
